Albert Gore, Democratic cong-

reason the Brannan farm plan was 
disregarded in the 1949 session of 
congress was because the 
cost 


"would be so very great the treas- 
ury could not stand it." 


The first reaction of farm pro- 
ducers to the Brannan farm plan 
was anger that a bill obviously 
drafted by big-city labor should be 
introduced in the name of agricul- 
ture. 
You should recall the salient point 
: of the Brannan plan; It would have 
allowed farm prices to sink to the 
level of supply-and-demand—giving 
city labor cheap food prices—with 
the government then making direct 
payments to the farmers to give 
them "a fair livelihood.;" 
But the greatest insult to farmers 


contained in the Brannan bill wasn't 
its origin with a hostile economic 
group — rather, it was the blunt 
insinuation that farmers deserved 
no Tnore consideration than to be 
treated as poor country relations 


i . . . pensioned off as a neces- 


sary evil. 
As a matter of fact, all the his- 


torical evidence points to the fact 
that industry — not agriculture- 
is the chronic pensioner that de- 
pends on federal bounty. It was in- 
dustry that first drew government- 
al benefits in the shape of federal 
tariffs that kept out foreign manu- 
factured goods so our factories 
could sell at h.gher prices. And 
the .tariff 'has. been with xts ever 
since colonial days. 


- If there's going to, be any return 
to s'jp'ply-and-demand economy — 
without price support, that is — it's 
going to be all along the line, hit- 
ung industry just as it does agri- 
culture. 
The Brannan plan went to pieces 


tho first time it was examined— 
because it was the rankest bit of 
class legislation that ''ever came 
over the American horizon.
